Tjorlns Cities Kcsnoml to the Appeal 
For Assistauce. 
Bainbridge, O., Sept. 24.—This village 


was the scene of one of the mosf dis- 
astrous conflagrations that 
ever oc- 


curred in this county. A'n entire square 
containing most of the prominent 
business 'houses, several handsome 
residences and the -Methodist church 
was entirely destroyed and two promi- 
nent business men lost the.r lives in 
an explosion which occurred in the 
drug store of W. P. Beardsley. 


The flre was started in a barn in the 


rear of Perril Brown's general store by 
two little boys who were playing with 
lighted matches. 
The flames spread 


rapidly and communicated 
wibh 
the 


main buildings. Beardsley's drug store 
adjoining, was next ablaze and with 
the limited mean's at hand for fight- 
ing fire, it passed all bounds and be- 
came uncontrollable. 
/[ 
Fatal Kxplosion. 


In the midst of the excitement a ter- 


rible exploelon occurred in the drug 
etore and Mr. Beardaley, who was in- 
side, endeavoring to save some of his 
property, lost his life in the ruins. His 
ibrother-in-la\v, Thomas Higgins, who 
went to his rescue, was unable to get 
out and w<as burned to death, while 
several others were more or less in- 
jured, but none fatally. 


There was a 
stiff 
breeze blowing 


•which fanned the flames to greater 
lury and getting a fresh start from the 
turning oils and chemicals in the 
wrecked drug store, the .fire leaped from 
bouse to house until it was evident 
that the entire town was doomed. 


A message was sent to wavcrly and 


to Chillicothe asking Lor aid and both 
flre departments prorjiptly responded. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
arid Ohio Southern railroads sent spe- 
cial trains with tho engines, -but they 
did not arrive until almost 4 p. m. 
nearly throe hours after the first alarm 
was given. 


The best that could be done waa to 


prevent the flre from being communi- 
cated to the other squares and the fire 
laddies soon had the flames under con- 
trol.
